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PLANNING 


The Chief Planner represented the Missouri State Park Board at various 
meetings for the coordination of outdoor recreation development in 
Missouri. Plans for various facilities were prepared and construction 
plans were coordinated with other staff members. 


A. New Parks 


During the 72nd General Assembly, $50,000 each was set Up to 
activate the following parks: 


l. 


Graham Cave 


Mrs. Ward T. Darnell of Mineola, Missouri, is in the process of 
donating approximately 200 acres of land surrounding Graham 
Cave. The arched sandstone cave contains from 6 to 7 feet of 
occupational debris providing evidence of man’s existence for a 
period of approximately 9,500 years. Graham Cave is an out- 
standing archaeological site for preservation and interpretation 
since the cave has provided valuable evidence to outline the early 
archaeological periods for Missouri and other states in the Mid- 
west. 


A development plan which will show the arrangement of facili- 
ties and will give recommendations for interpretation, preserva- 
tion, and security of the cave is being prepared. This plan will 
allow for an orderly development of the park. 


. St. Francois County Site 


The citizens of St. Francois County are in the process of acquiring 
a minimum of 1,500 acres along Big River near Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, as a state park site. Several meetings and inspections 
have been held to discuss the park boundaries and answer ques- 
tions about the new park. 


. Watkins Mill 


The citizens of Clay County voted a $1 84,000 bond issue to pur- 
chase 780 acres surrounding the historic Watkins Woolen Mill 
near Lawson, Missouri. The Watkins Mill Association donated the 
mill, the Watkins home, and 13 acres of land. An 8-sided school- 
house and a church are a part of the Watkins Mill complex. The 
first floor of the 4-story brick mill building has a flour and grist 
mill, a country store, and equipment used to prepare the wool 


for spinning. Clothmaking equipment, such as carding machines, 
spinning jacks, and looms, stands on the second and third floors. 
The attic was used for hanging finished cloth. The interior of the 
mill looks much like it did when the workmen left it in 1886 
after 25 years of operation. 


Plans have been prepared for the restoration of the exterior of 
the mill, drainage around the mill, and a parking lot. Bids for this 
work will be received in February, 1964. 


B. Land Acquisition 


The following inholdings or privately owned land (in acres) within 
the outside boundary of parks were acquired: 


1. Alley Spring State Park 11.0 
2. Arrow Rock State Park yf 
3. Civil War Battle of Lexington State Park 4.1 
4. Roaring River State Park 0.1 
5. Van Meter State Park 32.0 


The Anderson House and Lexington Battlefield Foundation acquired 
3.76 acres of the 4.1 acres for an addition to the Civil War Battle 
of Lexington State Park. The cost was $3,500. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Lyman of Marshall, Missouri, donated 32 acres 
as a part of the lake site at Van Meter State Park. The addition of 
these 32 acres makes a total of 112 acres that Mr. and Mrs. Lyman 
have donated to Van Meter State Park. 


C. Park Work Crews 


The State Park Board continued to use the !abor of Training School 
Boys from Boonville and the labor of adult inmates from the Fordland 
Honor Camp. The labor of both groups has been very satisfactory 
to the State Park Board. 


According to the number of boys and adult inmates who return 
to the parks to review their work when they are released, they have 
found that there is dignity and self-satisfaction in doing work which 
is productive and meaningful. Their self-concept and feeling of self- 
worth are enhanced, as well as the state parks, by the work they 
do in the parks. The potential of this program can be even greater 
with year-round work camps in selected parks. 


D. Sale of Revenue Bonds 


The first revenue bonds totaling $600,000 were sold with an_in- 
terest rate of 3.66% on April 1, 1963, for the following projects: 


1. Dining Lodge and Motel at Montauk State Park 
2. Rental Cabins at Thousand Hills State Park 

3. Swimming Pool at Bennett Spring State Park 

4. Swimming Pool at Big Lake State Park 


Il. HISTORICAL AND ARCHAEOLOGICAL PROGRAM 


Several excellent reference books on Missouri History were acquired 
for the Central Office. A complete bound set of the Missouri Historical 
Review, Volumes 1-53, was purchased from the State Historical So- 
ciety of Missouri. 


The restoration program continued with the following accomplishments: 


A. Arrow Rock State Park

Seminary — Extensive repairs were completed on the exterior 
of the building, including new wooden V-shaped gutters, rear 
porch, new window screens and storm sashes. 


. Seminary Brick Walks and Well — A new well cover was con- 


structed as were brick walks around the Seminary. 


. Hall House — The firm of Coombs and Elgin completed restora- 


tion plans for the interior of the Hall House. Front and side 
porches were constructed. Landscape drawings were completed. 


Bingham House — Detail drawings were completed for restora- 
tion of both the interior and exterior of the Bingham House. The 
University of Missouri Archaeological Field School excavated the 
ell foundation. 


Museum Records’ System — Arrangements have been completed 
to establish the Museum Records’ System early in 1964. 


B. Boonslick State Park 
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Interpretative Shelter — The site for construction was selected 
and the drawings and building were completed. 


Research and Exhibits — Preliminary research has been initiated 
and interpretative displays have been planned. Exhibits will be 
constructed early in 1964. 


C. Civil War Battle of Lexington State Park and Anderson House

Museum Records’ System — The most important accomplishment 
was the completion of the Museum Records’ System. There were 
approximately 500 items accessioned. 


New Accessions — A total of 8 new items were added to the 
museum. 


. Tour Groups — There were 19 school and club groups recorded 


as visiting the Anderson House. 


D. First Missouri State Capitol 


1. Demolition and Preservation — Mr. Elmer Kolkmeyer, St. Charles 


Contractor, was employed for this phase of restoration work. 
The firm of Coombs and Elgin maintained close supervision over 
the work force. 


. Historic Features Discovered — Physical evidence of importance 


included an original window, door, chair rail, baseboard, hand- 
rail, and porch post. 


. Archaeology — Several test trenches were opened in the rear 


yard area. An old stone well was discovered as were two gun 
flints. 


Tours and Visitors — A tour by the Missouri Historical Society of 
St. Louis was conducted on Saturday, October 19, 1963. There 
were 218 visitors. Approximately 300 interested persons visited 
the site during 1963. 


. First Missouri State Capitol Restoration Commission — The Com- 


mission was authorized by the 72nd General Assembly, State 
of Missouri, under Senate Bill No. 262.

Visitors — The total attendance was up primarily due to more tour 
groups than in any other year. There were more out-of-state cars 
than Missouri cars. 


Displays — Several labels were added plus a pilothouse display 
board. An oak base was made for the Bringhurst bust. 


. Accessions — There were 20 accessions including 41 items. A 


movie projector was acquired and was used to show films of 
Mark Twain. 


. Books and Research — A card file of all books, manuscripts, and 


films held by the Library of Congress was added. Many books 
and pamphlets, including first editions of Mark Twain, were ac- 
quired. Research continued into the early life of Mark Twain and 
several articles were published. 


. Frand D. Miller Painting — Legal arrangements were completed 


to move the painting from the State Capitol to the Mark Twain 
Birthplace Memorial Shrine.

Visitors — Attendance was approximately 23% over last year, 
and 40% of the visitors came from states other than Missouri. 


. Accessions — There were 6 museum accessions, mostly docu- 


mentary. 


. Museum Records’ System — The most important accomplishment 


was the completion of the Museum Records’ System. 


Brochure — Historical material was collected for a new brochure. 
The layout has been completed and will include several pictures. 
Publication is planned for early in 1964.

Visitors — The total number of visitors was approximately 15,000, 
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which is a small increase over last year. There were visitors from 
14 foreign countries.

Floor Runner — 40 yards of new rubber floor runner was pur- 


chased. This will add uniformity throughout the home and will 


contribute to the ease of maintenance.

Visitation — There were approximately 7,000 visitors from 31 
states and from Sweden, India, France, and Syria. 


Pease Dome Exhibit Shelter — The building was extensively 
patched and repaired. Three case exhibits were dismantled and 
replaced with new ones. A fourth new case exhibit and one panel 
exhibit were installed. There are now 11 cases and 10 panels for 
a total of 21. Two new cases were received and displays will be 
installed for the 1964 season. - 


National Science Foundation Grant — A grant of $73,300 from 
the National Science Foundation was announced in July. This, 
with $37,500 available from the State Legislature, will be used 
for field school buildings. 


. Field School — Five courses were offered including a new one, 


Museum Methods. There were 9 students in attendance. New 
discoveries included the remains of 5 Missouri Indian houses, a 
skull and crossbones burial, and a painted pottery vessel.

15, 1964. 


3. Watkins Home — Plans were made to repair and decorate the 
interior of the home. The new Park Superintendent will occupy 
6 rooms as living quarters. 


Ill. NATURALIST PROGRAM 


Nature museums were maintained in four parks during the 1963 sea- 
son. A Naturalist was in charge of each museum and was responsible 
for the evening movie program, nature talks, and hikes. 


Two new movie projectors were purchased. One was assigned to Mera- 
mec State Park and the other to Big Spring State Park. New portable 
outdoor screens will be purchased early in 1964.

IV. RECREATION AND PUBLIC INFORMATION 


A. Overnight Camping 


Overnight camping continued to increase rapidly with 653,330 
overnight campers during 1963, an increase of 98,613 overnight 
campers over 1962. Lake of the Ozarks State Park was high with 
106,169 overnight campers and Roaring River State Park was next 
with 89,966. 


The increase in overnight tent and trailer camping over the past 
ten years is as follows:

Steps are being taken to organize the overnight camping areas into 
individual campsites to provide more privacy and enjoyment for 
the campers and to protect the camping areas from overuse. Camp- 
ing areas are being enlarged in hopes of providing campsites for 
the ever increasing number of campers. 


B. Organized Group Camping 


Organized group camping continues to be one of the popular ac- 
tivities in our state park program. The number of camper days re- 
main about the same from year to year, as the facilities are leased 
by non-profit organizations for most of the available days through- 
out the camping season. Any increase or decrease in the number 
of camper days depends upon the number of campers and staff 
each sponsoring agency brings to camp.

The state park motion picture entitled ‘The State Parks of Missouri” 
has proven to be very popular. Since its release in January, 1958, 
it has been projected 1,659 times to an audience of 121,259. For 
the year of 1963, it was projected 185 times to an audience of 
21,604. 


The new film entitled “Camping For Everyone,” which is in full 
color and sound, was released to the public on January 19, 1962. 
All photography for the film was taken by our staff photographer 
in our state parks. It has been well received by schools, family tent 
camping, group camping, and civic organizations. Since its release, 
the film has been projected 233 times to an audience of 21,482. 
For the year of 1963, it was projected 74 times to an audience of 
8,023. 


Public Information 


In an effort to acquaint the people of Missouri with their state 
parks, we had on display the State Park Board Exhibit during the 
Kansas City Boat, Sports and Travel Show and the Midwest Sports 
Show in St. Louis — each with an attendance exceeding one hun- 
dred thousand. The Missouri State Park Board Exhibit is one of the

most popular booths at these two Shows. The public is very much 
interested in obtaining all of the information possible about the fa- 
cilities and features in our state parks. 


The total distribution of literature by the Missouri State Park Board 
includes 200,000 general brochures and approximately 25,000 in- 
dividual folders on parks and historic shrines annually. These are 
distributed through personal contact, mail, and travel organiza- 
tions. The Director and various staff members made numerous talks 
and prepared articles for park, recreation, and historic publications. 


V. FISCAL 


A. Property Inventory 


The Missouri State Park Board property inventory was maintained 
up to date during the year of 1963. An actual physical inventory 
was made at 16 parks. Spot-checking of field property records was 
done in other parks. Spot-checking of field records is done to insure 
good property record maintenance in the field. 


. Utilization of Surplus Property 


The program for better utilization of surplus property, which was 
begun in 1960, was continued in 1963 with noticeable savings. 
This was done in conjunction with the continued service area clean- 
up program to make the service areas more presentable and safe. 


. Concession Inspection Program 


The Concession Inspection Program initiated in 1960 was continued 
in 1963. The inspector periodically checked concessions for cleanli- 
ness and adherence to contract regulations as well as to Missouri 
State Board of Health Regulations. This has been an effort that en- 
couraged the concessionaires to maintain cleanliness and sanitary 
conditions at a level complimentary to the Missouri State Park Boara 
and the concession operation. |

The tree planting program was continued in 1963 with approximately
